To ‘Be Changed in 
Relation to Dollar. 
CER, CONFERENCE 


Harbin, March 26. 

Tha first meeting of the full 
board of the Chinese-Eastern. Rail- 
way with all Chinese and Soviet 
was held this 
afternoon, According to the re- 
port Issued following the meet. 
ing, many questions of secondary 
importance were settled, among 
them being: a decision to abolish 
the Harbin’ ‘meteriological station 
which had been financed by the 
railway. It.also was decided to 
ask tha Russian ministry of Com- 
munications to return all rolling 
stock belonging to, the C.E.R, 
which waa seized by the Soviet au- 
thorities and since has been held. 
A resolution was also adopted to 
teduce the number of supple- 
mentary organisations which have 
been financed by the railway. 

Perhaps the most important 
action was a decision to change the 
coefftent value of the Russian 
gold rouble in its relation to the 
local Harbin dollar. Previously 
the gold rouble has been estimated 
as having a value of 1.07 in local 
currency, In ‘future the gold 
rouble will be estimated as having 
avalue of 1.80 in’ Harbin cur- 
rency.

INADEQUACY Of LARGE AREAS. 


As fragmentary excerpts or summarics from the report of the 
Playing Fields’ Committee mays fail to give a right impression of 
the idens, recommendations, and reservations, we-publish the report 


to His Excellency. the Governor in full:— 


Your Excellency, ‘ 

We, the Playing Fields Com- 
mittee, have the honour to submit to 
Your Excellency our report a8 
follows :— ui 

1.—We wore, appointed a Com- 
mittee on May, 14, 1929, with the 
following terms of reference:— 

“To review the provision at 

present existing for playing fields 

in Hong Kong and on the Main- 

land, to consider what provision 
_ {a required for the future and to 

make recommendations to Gov- 

ernment in the matter.” 

General, 

2.—We held our’ first meeting on 
May 14, 1929, and after settling our 
method of procedure and arranging 
for visits to. playing field areas we 
adjourned to give time for the 
collection of information and the 
preparation of plans. Owing first 
to the absence of the Chairman and 
subsequently to his engagement on 
more urgent public work it was not 
possible for the Committee to re- 
sume its deliberations ‘until Novem- 
bor 4 last. We have held nine 
meetings including two ivipits of 
inspection to present and suggested 
areas for playing ficlda in the 
Colony. : 

8.—We took steps to ascertain the 
views of all interested parties by 
public advertisement, in the English 
and Chinese newspapers, by a cir: 
cular questionnaire addressed to 
Clubs, and by hearing evidence trom 
persons who wished to appear before 
the Committes on behalf of their 
organisations or who were invited 
by the Committee to agaist in 
clucidating aspects of the various 
problems which. were being con- 
sidered. 

4——We realize that the subject 
committed to our consideration is 
one of much immediate interest to 
the population of Victoria and: Kow- 
Joon and of the utmost importance 
for the future. The necessity for 
adequate open sapces whether as 
‘lungs’ in areas overcrowded with 
buildings or as playing fields for 
the younger generation of town 
dwellers has been realised only in 
recent years, and this has. been 
particularly the ase in Hong ‘Kong 
where the ‘gamés:bpirit-has been & 
recent and very “rapid growth of 
modern times among the large Chi- 
nese population of the Colony. The 
inevitable result has been that the 
City of Victoria fs to-day entirely 
inadequately supplied either with 
‘Jungs’ or with playing _ fields and 
even in modern Kowloon there fre 
ayeas. without sufficient Jungs’ ‘It 
{a too late, now to remedy the mis- 
takes of the past in ‘Victoria and in 
some parts of Kowloon excepf at pro- 
hibitive cost, but ‘we are fortunate- 
ly just in time to prevent similar 
mistakes in the undeveloped areas of 
Kowloon. :4 

6.—-With the example of Victoria 
before us wa have not hesitated to 
make gevierous recommendations 
for Kowloon. We realize that much 
of the land® recommended for 
reservation is: or~will: be valuable 
building land, but we have made our 
recommendations advisedly in order 
to- preserve onses dn“what may oné 
day become a-world of bricks and 
mortar. .It was to such foresight 
and to such thought for the future 
that we owe the beauty of the Lon-

8—We find that since 1925 tho} 


larger portions of an already formed 
building site at Caroline Hill of 
approximately 10 acres in extent 
have been allotted on annual permit 
to two Clubs aa playing fields.,.Wo 
understand that this site was in- 
tended originally tobe the site for 
the new Queen's College for which 
other sites have since been consider- 
ed while the building of the College 
has beer postponed for financial 


reasons, that, including part of tho’ 


cost of the approach road, the sum

(a) That Govornment sheu‘d pro- 
ceéd to dispose of Caroline HI 
in due course as opportunity 
offers, for building purposes, 
and that the proceeds should be 
uaed to develop the Aberdcen 
area. We agree that the 
method of disposing of the 
Caroline Hill area for sale must 
be left to the consideration of 
Government; and until steps 
are taken in this direction, we

Should 
any Clubs then be desirous of 
taking up playing fields altes in

That as the psefulness of the 
Aberdeen Valley area for play- 
jng fields’ would depend largely 
on convenience of access the 
Government should construct ao

. traffic from Wongneichong Gap 
to Aberdeen. We understand 
that a sultable trace following 
generally the lines of the bridle 
path is possible, and that the 
distance from Wongneichong 
Gap to the new playing fields at 
Aberdeen Valley could thus be 
reduced by about one half. We 
understand that the making of 
this road would.add:;$100,000 to 
the cost of the scheme outlined 
above. ‘ . 


12.—In making the above recom: 
mendations we wish it to be under- 
stood that we,do not imply that the 
development of the Aberdeen Valley 
echeme is to be entirely dependeat 
on money being made available from 
the gale of Caroline Hill but rather 
that the sale of Curoline Hill offers

munictpa! golf course, being conven+ 
fent of access and involving playera 
in tho minimum of expense for 
travelling and thus allowing many’ 
to play the game and obtain exercise 
who could not otherwise afford to 
do so, the Club should not be re- 
quired to give up playing here any 
more than Is absolutely necessary, 
It was suggested to us however, that 
the: Club might be willing to 
forego the use of the ground for + 
perhaps one or two afternoons a 
week in the summor months go that 
those who wish to play football or ‘ 
baseball during the summer might 
have ground available. We consult- 
ed ‘the Golf Club in the matter and 
it replied that it was willing to give 
up the use of Happy. Valley on 
Saturday afternoons next summer 
for one season as an experiment. 
We understand that the permanent 
Recreation Grounds Con.mittee will 
make use of this offer in its work of 
allotment for next season. : 
18.—Our last recommendation in 
regard to the recreation grounds in 
the Happy Valley—Queen’s Recrea- 
tion Ground district is that when a 
schema has materialised for provid- . 
ing’ further extension of playing 
fields on the south side of the island 
at Aberdeen Valley the possibility 
af locating the Navy Recreation 
Club ona permanent ground of {ts 
own ongsome of the grounds thug 4° 
rendered: vacant or available on the 
Vigtoria, side of the daland should be 
given every consideration. In mak- - 
ing this recommengatiox we *are 
prompted by the considerations that 
the Navy. has hitherto been unfor- 
tunate in having no settled ground 
of ita own, and that it is desirbale 
that the men of the Navy, who can- 
not afford’ much in the -way of 
travelling expenses, should have , 
their outdoor recreational facilities ' 
convenient to their present indoor 
headquarters or clubs, afd within a 
reasonable distance from their ships.

base of the foot-hills on the north. 
To serve the growing needs of the 
Sham Shui Po and Mong Kok dis- 
trict we accordingly recommend that 
on the west of Taipo Road the land 


|| bounded by the future Cheung Sha 


Wan Road, Boundary Street, Wu 
Chau Street and Wong Chuk Street, 
and on the east of tho Talpo Road 
the whole of the arca behind the 
building frontages on Taipo and 
Prince Edward Roads to the imme- 
diate north and’ cast of the Police 
Training, School together with the 
area covered by the Park and the 
hilly area to the immediate. north 
of the Park, as marked on the plan 
which forms Appendix II. to this 
report, should be permanently re- 
served by Government as recreation 
grounds. Much of this land fs hilly 
and undeveloped and can only be 
regarded as reservation for: the 
future development of a Park area 
for this district. Parts, however, 
are already levclled and parts are 
now being levelled. We recommend 
that such arcas as are at present 
suitable be at once made available 
for allocation by the permanent Re-.

. 22.—We find that at the east end 
of Argyle Street and extending 
south to Ma Tau Chung Road there 


‘jis another area of already levelled 


Crown land. We have selected a 
sultable portion of this land, about 
20 acres in extent marked on tho 
plan which forms .\ ppendix III and, 
leaving the building frontage avail- 
able on Argyle Strect and Ma Tau 
Chung Road, we recommend that 
Government should permanently re- 
serve this area to serve as a play- 
ing fleld area for the Kowloon City 
district. 

23.—We recommend also that a 
small area should be reserved for 
allotment a3 a plying field behind 
the building frontage of Argyle 
Street and ‘oppysite the Kowloon 
Hospital on the site originally pro- 
posed for a cemetery but now aban- 
doned for this purpose. The loca- 
tion of this area is shown in 
Appendix IV. 

24.—We notice that west of the 
Diocesan Boys’ School on the west 
side of the Railway and just by 
Yaumati Railway station there is a 
piece of Jand reserved on the Town 
Development Plan for a Railway 
yard. We understand that there is 
no immediate prospect of this land 
being required for Railway pur- 
Poses and we recommend that so, 
much of it as can he used a8 a

Provision for the More Distant 


» . Future. 

25.—In addition to the above 
mentioned areas, which might be 
made almost immediately available 
for use ad playing fields on the south 
side of the Kowloon hills we con- 
sider that [t is.also necessary to 
bear in mind the needs of the mora 
distant future when Kowloon will: 
have grown into a large city with 
a teeming population requiring yet 
more extensive playing field areas. 
Such areas can only be found on the 
north of the Kowloon hills and the 
only possible area 
access both by rail and road appears 
to be afforded by the tidal flats at 
the head of Tide Cove. We under- 
stand that a causeway across. the 
inlét from the present main road 
near Shatin Railway Station to the 
opposité shore {a projected in con- 
nection with the. proposed Saikung 
Road.

36.—With regard to Ho Mun-tin 
realdential district we recommend 
that Government should invite the 
attention of the Botanicad and 
Forestry Department to the de- 
sirability of tidying up the small 
square here and arranging séats at 
the base of the railway embank- 
ment.

37.—Throughout our enquiries

The 
development of. the new areas sug- 
gested in this report should reduce 
the necessity for restricting the 
tights of a club to a very short: 
tenure and we consider that it 
would be in the interests of the re- 
creation facilities of the Colony 


A that Clubs should be granted suffi- 


elently long tenure to make it 
worth their while to develop their 
grounds and put permanent build- 
ings upon them, such questions of 
length of tenure et?., to be settled 
in dach case on the advice of the 
permanent Recreation Grounds 
Committee. At. tho same time 
we consider that parts of the 
new areas should be preserved as 
public playgrounds unallocated to 
any particular interests and free 
to all to come and play on. 

39.—We' consider that generally 
speaking the allotment of all 
public playing fields and such open 
spaces as it might be desirable to 
use for. games and auch Crown 
Land as might be temporarily made 
available for games should be in 
the discretion of the Recreation 
Grounds Committee, subject to the 
approval of Government, and that 
it would be much in the interest 
of all concerned if the annua} meet- 
ing of this Committee for the pur- 
pose of making allotments could 
take place in March rather than 
later In the year. 

40.—We have’ only one other re- 
commendation to add on this sub- 
ject and that is that the permanent 
Recreation Grounds Committee 
should give due consideration to 
the claims of Vernacular Schoola 
for allotments on applications by 
such schools through the Director 
of Education. 


Provision of Public Tennis Courts. | / 


41—It has beeli represented to 
us that there fs a numerous clas: 
of persons in the Colony, compos- 
ed of various races, who, having 
little time or means of obtaining 
other out-door exercise are anxious 
to play lawn tennis and yet are 
prevented by one reason or another 
from joining tennis clubs, that 
such people would gladly avail 
themselves of any public facilities 
for the game that might be pro- 
vided, and that the cost of making, 
supervising, and maintaining a few 
“hard” tennis courts would be a 
very small item of Government 
special and recurrent expenditure, 
while it would benefit a large. num- 
ber of people. It has been suggest: 
ed to us that a beginning might bo 
Made with three such courts on the 
solith end of area Pat King’s 
Park, which Is at present allotted 
but unused except ds a public foot- 
hall ground, . 
three courts on some of the-ground 
recommonded’ for - use’ as -playing 
flelds.-in' the neighbourhood * of.

Y.M.C.A. in Bridges Street has 
been so used for organized games 
under Y.M.G.A. supervision to the 
greab advantage of over 1,000 boys 
from 40. -tos}5'achools in the neigh- 
bourhood’at a comparatively: sntall 
cost, and ,that other ‘small achools 
have followed suit’ on small plots 
near, thair school premises. We 
underaténd from Mr. J. L. McPher- 
son, the Secretary of the Chinese 
¥.M.C.A., that if further ‘ground 
weré made available this movement 
might be eXtended for.the benefit 
of other school boys and street 
boys. Mr. McPheraon pointed out 
however’ that some central ‘or- 
ganization would bo necessary to 
collect funds for the provision of 
equipment, to organize and siper- 
vise the games and to see that all 
children had a fair share in the 
use of the grounds, He suggested 
that an Association might be form- 
ed for this purpose to be called 
the “Small. Playing Grounds Asso- 
ciation” to which any available 
grounds could be allotted by the 
Recreation Grounds Committee. 
This Asspciation could employ a 
Supervisor. of Play. assisted by 
volunteer help which we have 
reason to think would be forthcom- 
ing. We are indebted to Mr. Me- 
Pheraon for the memorandum on 
this aubject which forms Appendix 
IX to this’ report. We feel that 
Mr. McPherson's proposal deserves 
every encouragement. both from 
Government and from the Public, 
as it is only by the organization ot 
games that full use can be made 
of public playgrounds provided at 
public expense for the. poorer 
children of. the community, We 
have learned with much interest of 
the success which has attended the 
organization of -games on public 
playgrodnds elsewhere and we con. 
sider that the idea is capable of 
very useful development in Hong 
Kong. We annex to this report as 
Appendix-X a memorandum on the 
organization of games in Colombo 
kindly furnished by the Chairman 
of the Colombo Municipality. This 
memorandum well illustrates the 
development of which this idea is 
capable,

Windsor on a charge iti the police courts 
of using, in Singapore for purposcs 
othor :than those for which it was 
Heensed, o motor-car with a Johore 
dealer's licence, 

His Lordship. added, that he thought 
that it should be provided that the 
holder deemed to have registered in his 
own territory ‘any cur beating such 
mark. 

“Delivering judgment, hia . Lordship 
said that section 4 (1) of Colony Ordin- 
ance ‘said that cars must be registered 
with the C.P.0. 

Section 13 (1) of the same. Ordin- 
ance, which applies to Johora cars in 
Bingapore, exempted from that re- 
quirement cars which were in the 
Colony but were registered In Johora.

ALPINE RACE. 


Honours for Food. 
Cars 


The Coupe des Alpes is waid to be the 
hardest road race.in Europe. It goes 
through parts of Switzerland, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy and over some 
of the highest and roughest mountain 
passes, including tho Passo del Stelvio, 
one of the highest in the world, Two 
Ford cars won big honours in it last 
year. 

The first day was from Munich to 
Villach in Austria and the road, passed 
over the famous Katchberg Pass, 2,1U0 
metres high with 80 per cent. grades, 
The second day they went on to 
Merano, in Italy. The roads in this 
part were bad, having loose stones and 
potholes several inches deep, In the 
‘afternoon, the cars had to go over 
Passo del Giovo, 2,000 metres high. 
The Fords arrived at Merano in good 
time. Several teams had already been 
eliminated.

“JAPAN WILLING TO ACCEPT 
COMPROMISE PROPOSALS, 


SITUATION IMPROVED. 
* London, Yesterday. 

A particularly optimistic tone 
was found to obtain in American 
delegation circles to-night. Mr. 
H. L. Stimson told American cor- 
respondents that “the situation has 
much improyed since last week. I 
am much more optimistic of a Five 
Power agreement than I was then.” 

A Naval Conference communiquo 
states that Admiral Wakatsuki 
announced at a meeting of . the 
heads of the delegations that the 
Japanese Government's reply on 
the British, American and Japanese 
compromise ‘proposals had been re- 
ceived. He stated that the 
Government, being desirous of 
fully co-operating in promoting’-the 
success of the Conference, recom- 
mended the acceptance af the pro- 
posals with certain reservations, 
which still have to be discussed in 
detail,

He was glad to 
see some change had taken place, 
but in tho meantime tho terrors of 
this movement undoubtedly jpre- 
vailed in Russia, though he believ- 
ed on information supplied to him 
that they were ‘less terrible now 
than at any timo during the last 
10 years. : 

The separation of .the school 
from the State, lamentable as it 
was in Russia, had been a matter 
of acute differences of opinion in 
other countries, but surely the at- 
titude of any State towards educa- 
tion was purely tha internal con- 
cern of each Government,.and no 
representation on such an issue 
could be justified, 

Proof Needed. 

We all detested a systematic 
denial of religious tolerance in 
Ruasia but no ontside Government 
could rightly act in such a matter 
unless two conditions were satisfi- 
ed, Firstly, it would need to have 
overwhelming, accurate proof that 
wrongs were being committed, so 
aaa eat ee in their nature and extont 
that they came .to Be the eoncern 
of the’ whole civilised world. The 
ae ee that ‘ono country should 
not seek to interfere with the in- 
ternal affaira of another was not a 
mere matter of diplomatic pros- 
perity. It, was an essential condi- 
tion of the relations of any kind 
between one Government and an- 
other. Secondly, the Government 
must have good reason to hope that 
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its action would really . alleviate 
such wrongs or at least not “do 
more harm than good.—British 
Wireless Service.
